The tact seems to be up to the western powers now trying to 
sit tight at Shanghai while the old Chinese system blows up 
around them. 
There are two very important things to do there, if these 
western powers, including America, are to get along with China 
from now on. One is to pick the winning faction in this civil war, 
and the other is-to deal wisely with that faction. 
Recent developments should make this delicate problem 
easier than it has been. The Nationalist or Cantonese forces un­ 
der Chiang Kai-Shek, representing the political party called Kuo- 
Min-Tang, are now in possession of Shanghai and nearly all the 
rest of <?hina.

REPORT FILED 


The loss to the state of W est V ir­ 
g in ia in the fire which destroyed the 
fram e office building occupied by sev­ 
eral departm ents 
and commissions, 
aggregated $120,316, while the Insur­ 
ance on 
contents 
of the 
building 
am ounted to $95,000, the legislature 
was told today by Governor Gore, who 
subm itted to the solons the report of 
his com m ittee which inquired into the 
fire. 
The buildings were not owned by 
the state, but had been previously sold 
to W. B. Geary and others of C harles­ 
ton. 
H eaded by Attorney G eneral Ho­ 
ward Lee, the investigating com m it­ 
tee was unable to secure any inform a­ 
tion as to how the fire started, adding, 
however, th a t “we could find no evi­ 
dence indicating in any degree th at 
the fire was of other than purely ac­ 
cidental origin.” 
The report fu rth er 
said th at “we do not consider th a t tho 
fire was any more than m ight have 
been reasonably expected at any tim e 
w ithin the last five or six years.”

the first of the year. 
The finding holds true, Dr. Apr cl 
said, despite the fact that in 1926 there 
were more suicides in Pennsylvania 
than in any other year since 1916. Last 
year there were 1129 suicides in the 
state, a rate of 12 per cent. 
The highest suicide record ever 
recorded in the state was reached in 
December, 1926, with a percentage of 


12.8 for each 100,000 of population as 
compared with 10.7 per cent in the 
same month of the previous year. 
This increase at all ages, however,’ 
|I>r. Appel declared, “apparently was 
not accompanied by a disproportion­ 
ate increase at the younger ages, press 
reports to the contrary, notwithstand­ 
ing.’’ 
In recent months, according to the 
departments' statistics, the percent­ 
age of suicides 
of 
persons 
under 
twenty years of a g e as compared with 
all ages is but two per cent. This per­ 
centage was said to be the “usual pro­ 
portion." 


Commenting on this percentage Dr. 
Appel said: 
“It It interestiqua to note that our 
experience in Pewlt j lvania is prac­ 
tically the same as that recorded by 
one of the largest life insurance com­ 
panies in the country, among Its mil­ 
lions of policy holders. The insurant<s 
company’s report showed that the sui­ 
cide rate among those aged fifteen to 
nineteen has decreased generally dur­ 
ing the last few years.” 
Dr. Appel pointe# out that the sui­ 
cide rate for all ages before the war 
was higher than at present; thpt it 
dropped during the war, but since bas 
been increasing until in 1926, it equal­ 
led the rate for 1916. 
This yearly variation is due, Dr.

There are two very important things to do there, if these 
western powers, including America, are to get along with China 
from now on. One is to pick the winning faction in this civil war, 
and the other is-to deal wisely with that faction. 
Recent developments should make this delicate problem 
easier than it has been. The Nationalist or Cantonese forces un­ 
der Chiang Kai-Shek, representing the political party called Kuo- 
Min-Tang, arc now in possession of Shanghai and nearly all the 
rest of China. The northern armies representing the old, reac­ 
tionary, corrupt system under which China has suffered for ages, 
seem to be malting away. The libeal movement, inspired originally 
by Sun Yat Sen, whet drew his political ideals from America, is 
apparently succeeding. 
There is said to be division in the ranks of the Nationalists, 
between the republican element and the Communist element which 
is friendly to Soviet Russia, with the commander-in chief, Chiang 
Kai-Shek, opposing the Communist group. 
Thus it looks sensible, and also in harmony with the ideals ex­ 
pressed by the leading western powers, especially America, to deal 
directly and promptly with the Nationalist lead us, as the repre­ 
sentative of China, and make such concessions to Chinese sov­ 
ereignty as are necessary.

Seeking light on the country's present business situation, 
Theodore II. Price, editor of Commerce and Finance, finds it very 
complicated. The facts are hard to get at, he says, and are con 
tradictory when you do get hold of them. Rut he seems satified 
that conditions on the whole are good. 
“Trade is spotted,” he observes, “hut entirely satisfactory to 
all who accept the fact that even in the United States an occa­ 
sional year must slip by without breaking records.” 
Last year was adjudged, at its close, the peak of American 
prosperity for all time. And that in spite of the fact that it seem­ 
ed slow in getting under way, and most of us, as the year pro 
corded, had no idea that ull records were being smashed. 
It may be taken for granted that the present je a i will not 
break last year’s remarkable record for industrial production, 
volume of trade and general well-being, and probably not equal it. 
Rut none of us need be Astonished if it comes pretty close. And in 
any case, as Mr. Price intimates, we shall have no kick coming if it 
proves to be merely an “average year. ’ 
It is the average that indicates the American level of pros­ 
perity; and only a little study of conditions abroad gives one a 
thrilling sense of how immeasurably this living standard level 
surpasses that of other nations.

Conserving Waste Wood. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2 5 - 
W hen a standing tree is felled it Is 
said to be good logging and good mill­ 
ing if IO per cent of it Is converted 
into usuabie lumber. 
The average re­ 
sult is around 33 per c e n t 
In u tllts-! 
ing the lumber at least one-fourth is 
lost In turning out the finished pro­ 
duct, according to tho com putations of 
the experts, hence there Is a wastage 
of approxim ately 75 per c* it of the 
tree. 
H ence the exceedingly Impute > 
ant problem of reducing that waste. 
T his problem is regarded as all tho 
more important because of the con­ 
stantly dim inishing supply of timber 
in the world and particularly in tho 
United States. 
Som ething h is to be 
done about It. and a great deal Is 
being done. 
H owever, much remain* 
to be done. 
Everything from chopsticks for ex 
porta lion to China and Japan to al­ 
cohol, both ethyl and wood, for the 
ulterior purposes of Am erican boot­ 
leggers Is being made out of wast a 
wood, and the end is not yet. Scien­ 
tists are working constantly on tho 
problem and alm ost dully are deviling 
new uses to bring about ultim ately th - 
com plete 
consum ption 
of 
nature’s 
great gift to mankind. 
It is alm ost beyond human eon re ra­ 
tion to grasp the am ount of timber 
that is consum ed each year in the 
united States. 
It runs to som ething 
like 53 billion board feet—square feet 
one inch thick—and persons who de­ 
light in com putatiora of the sort have 
figured that this would be enough 
to construct a board walk 20 feet in 
width from the eirth to the moon. 
Along with this 
alm ost an equal 
am ount is used as fuel annualty- 
quantity that would make a woodpile 
half a mile in height and alnico-1 three- 
I quarters of a mile square at its base. 
'In the rural districts of the United 
S tates there are doubtless numerous 
sm all boys who w ill m ake oath that 
they carry in that am ount of wood 
every year, hut their im aginations run 
Tar ahead of their actual labors. And 
yet, while a woodpile of that sixo is 
inconceivable, it is to be remembered 
that it does not suffice, so to speak, 
to boil all the eggs that are consum ed 
in th*s country each tw elvem onth , for 
great quantities of coal and no sm all 
am ount of gas, oil, and electricity are 
also used for that purpose. 
W aste Not W hat It W as Formerly. 
Of course the w aste of tim ber Ie 
nothing now compared to what It w as 
in the days when only lumber or fire­ 
wood was made of a tree, and when 
they w e n “choicey" ubout their lum ­ 
ber and firewood. 
The lum ber bad 
to be of a width and of a grain or it 
would be cast aside, and the firewood 
had to be from tim ber that was euslly 
cut and split or it would be left to 
rot on the ground, 
in those days a 
serious problem at every mill 
was 
what to do with slabs, chips, short 
cuts, and saw dust. 
No one thoughi 
of utilising them ; the only concern 
w as how to get rid of them . 
Now it is predicted that tho near 
future will see tim ber handled by a 
group of industrial establishm ents and 
laboratories, directed by exports and 
chem ists who w ill see to it that each 
tree yields everything of use there is 
in it from roots to branches. 
Such a plant, says one scientist, 
m ight take a Douglas Fir, for exam ple, 


and utilise its trunk for lumber for 
houses; the hark 
for wallboard or 
filler for paper; 
the trim m ings for 
lath and "hogged fuel” for power: 
and tho residue for charcoal for stock 
feed and 
other 
uses. 
From 
the 
branches, top, and stump, resin, tur­ 
pentine. and other chem icals would bo 
citractible, 
leaving more 
charcoal! 
Larger 
pieces 
of wood that once 
might have (HMH w asted 
would 
be 
ground up for worn! pulp fro wrapping 
paper and newsprint, and the liquor 
from the pulp mill m ight be used as a 
binder for the saw dust, thereby con 
tarting the last left-over Into a fuel. 
A bookkeeper 
In a northw estern 
lumber m ill found his way to for­ 
tune through knowing what to do with 
w aste lumber. 
The mill w as on the 
verge of bankruptcy, but bad accum u­ 
lated a trem endous quantity of short 
lengths that m ight bo valuable if a
